To  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Market  Rasen  Urban  District  Council  . 
Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  report  upon  the  health  and  sanitation  of  the 
Urban  District  as  follows 

Apart  from  quite  severe  epidemics  of  whooping  cough  and  Measles 
during  the  months  of  May  to  July  inclusive  the  general  health  of  the 
District  remained  fairly  good. 

t 

It  will  be  noted  that  86  cases  of  notifiable  disease  were  recorded 
as  against  5  in  1944.  Two  cases  of  death  from  notifiable  decease 

were  recorded  -  one  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  one  from  pneumonia. 

No  out -standing  change  has  occurred  in  the  housing  or  sanitary 
state  of  the  district. 

There  v/ere  three  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  while  the 
total  births  amounted  to  47  as  against  33  in  1944. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 


Only  27  children  were  immunised  during  the  year.  The  percentage 

of  children  protected  against  diphtheria  is  therefore  still  too  low.

Report  of  Work  done  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  tho 
year  1945. 


To  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Market  Rasen  Urban  District  Council. 
Gentlemen , 

v’ith  respect  I  herewith  submit  my  Report  of  work  in  the  District 
during  the  year  ended  the  31st  December,  1945. 

In  several  respects  good  progress  has  been  made  in  the  Public  Health 
sphere.  In  local  housing  quite  an  amount  of  improvement  has  been 
possible.  The  adaption  and  installation  of  bathrooms  in  houses  and 
provision  of  water  closets,  drainage  improvements,  notably  ventilation 
and  replacement  of  old  and  worn  out  service  lines  etc.  There  is  still 
much  room. for  further  improvement,  but  quite  an  amount  of  retardation 
thereof,  is  experienced,  due  to  restrictions  brought  about  by  building 
licensing  and  materials  shortage.  Closet  conversion  to  water  carriage 
are  proceeding  only  slowly  due  to  these  unavoidable  circumstances. 

s  the  Council  is  aware,  I  have  experienced  for  some  long  time 
dilficulties  with  local  Refuse  Collection,  though  the  Council's  recent 
decision  to  put  in  operation  early  in  the  New  Year,  the  purchase  of 
mot  or  vehicles ,  with  a  direct  labour  collection  service,  is  very 
gratifying  and  a  major  improvement  is  bound  to  ensue  in  the  early  future. 

Local  Cow-keeping  premises  and  dairies  have  received  regular 
inspection  during  the  year  and  though  some  premises  are  by  no  means 
perfect,  the  report  for  the  year  is  of  improved  cleanliness  and  with 
very  small  contraventions  of  Regulations,  which  have  forth-with  been 
remedied.

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Food  Inspection.  I  am  glad  to  report  no  serious  quantity  of  food  has 
had. to  be  withdrawn  from  sale,  unfit  for  human  consumption,  a  satisfying 
positi  on, .  v/hilst  shortages  in  supply  remain  so  pressing.  Regular 
inspection . has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

Various  types  of  food  including  tinned  meats,  milk,  vegetables,  Fish, 
Conf ectionery ,  Jam, Sugar  etc.  were  examined  and  a  total  weight  of 
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59  lbs.  were  withdrawn  from  sale,  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

Animal  slaughter  for  food  for  sale  locally  has  been  small, in 
emergency  coses  only  and  on  each  occasion  no  such  food  required  to  be 
prevented  sale.  88  lbs.  of  Home  killed  beef  following  examination 
at  local  shops,  was  withdrawn  unfit  for  consumption  due  to  bone- 
taint  conditions.
